* former Rumanian minister, highly cc. elder k! by tin Russizuis, 
stated to an American friend that Ualaxa was tiv most ; .rfiaious man 
in Rumania, ii alnxa claims to be anti-fcussi.ja and iinti-Comcunlst and 
yet reports all his tXLks with tl.e British and ^meric^e; to the Russians 
and the Communists, The information was corroborated by another re- 
liable anti-Nazi sub-source who worked for the Allies curing the war.

explain, There is a rumor saying Maloxa, like Ausnit, has given vast 
sums to the support of the Communist Party# 

Under the Communist dominated regime in 1945, evidence points to 
a deal made between Kloxa and the Communists whereby he was reimbursed 
for losses suffered to th* extent of $ 2 , 500 , 000 , which was split privately 
with the Communists, 

Knowing that Malaxa was the chief pro-riazi agent in Rumania under 
King Carol, that he was afterwards one of the chief s -retainers of the Iron 
Guard, and that he works now in close cont.-.ct with Rur.anian Communists 
and with Mihail Rale a, 1 turnon i an Miiister to ‘.Yashin rton, it seems obvious 
to some Rumanians abroad that a person in such close relationship ’with 
Halaxa as Tilca should not be Included in a RN’C . 

It appears now that there also exists .. coat ct between f-Ulaxa 
and General Radescu. ;Iolaxa seems to have Premised v.ple financial 
support for any Rumanian politic .1 emigre .v.o.omant abroad under General 
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Radeccu. He would thus bo <tble to exert a powerful irf luance on this 
movement and might uss this influence according to Communist instructions, 
nt the same time he /iould be able to give ample information to ilihai 
Ralea, or even directly to the Soviet iinbassy. Cfc the other hand, in 
the event of Rumania's liber tion, ILx laxa would bo able to pretend that 
his collaboration with the Communists was not sincere and that ho really 
'worked for Rumanian patriots, as proved by th-j financial support he gave 
to General Radescu and hie friends.
